plopped into the stream. The 
trout took quick note and snap- 
| ped at the food supply. 
Some of the larger trout 
(streams which warm up in the 
summer will be somewhat short 
of feeding trout at this season. 
Trout which have not been able 
to find river water to their tem- 
perature taste, merely move 
into the smaller feeder streams. 
Water is colder close to the 
headwaters and some trout move 
upstream to where a creek is 
hardly more than a trickle. 
These little brooks are very 


often covered completely with 
Jong grass which hangs low 
over the water. In spots you may 
have a hard time even finding 
the creek where it has narrow- 
ed down to a foot or two in 
width. Don’t let this foot you, 
| though. The trout are under all 
of that growth and they can be 
caught if you can get a line and 
bait down through the mess. In 
a case like this, an artificial fly 
is out — you have to use live 
bait or forget it. 

The size of some of these fish 
will surprise you, too. Just be- 


there’s no reason for the trout 
to be mini-size. 

Several years ago an Ohio 
friend asked us to take him trout 
fishing where he would be sure 
to catch fish. Since he knew next 
jte nothing about any kind of 
fishing, we decided to show him 
what lurked in the little creeks. 

When we pulled up to a field 
and stopped the car, he looked 
on both sides of the road. There 
was nothing visible but gently- 
waving grass and weeds. ‘Where 
are we going to fish?”’ he asked 
blankly. 

When we told him we were 
going to fish through the fields, 
he rebelled. ‘Do you expect me 
to believe there are fish out 
there?” he demanded. Nothing 
would convince him, either, un- 
til we got out.of the car, hung 
a grasshopper on a hook and 
dropped it gently through a tiny 
hole in one of the grassy clumps. 

There was a light splash as a 
fish took it. We paused a mo- 
ment, then heaved a foot-long 
rainbow out into the field.

Keep in mind that Mrs. Romney was selected as 
the party leaders’ choive at a pre-primary series of 
cvacensus Meetings peopled by all the party's top 
brass froin all sections of the state, 
: Since the primary is essentially a party affair. 

this should have meant (hat Huber didn’t have a 
yf chance, because the entire party would be behind 
; their leaders” concensus candidate. 

But it’s obvious the entire party wasn't where it 
Was supposed lo be. 

Why did Huber do so well with Republican 


Chevrolet introduces 


volers. or why did Lenore do so poorly? 

Was it a case of large Democratic crossovers, 
with a concerted vpposition attempt either to 
embarrass the first famiiy of Michigan 
Republicanism, or to nominate the weaker of the 

andidates for November’s go around against 
the Democratic darling. Sen. Phil Hart? 

Was it a resurgence of old-line conservatism, 
which found in the staunch Sen. Huber a new 
champion for an all-but-forgotten element of 
Michigan politics in either party? 

Was it a case of the political sins of a husband 
being visited upon his wife? Was it a while 
backlash. demonstrating at the ballot box against 
possible forced integration in the suburbs through 
ue federal department of Housing and Urban 
Development? 

Was it rank-and-file retribution for the 
concensus method of candidate selection in the 
first place? Was it an anti-feminism expression? 
Was it merely a judgment of the relative 
qualifications and experience of the two 
candidates? 

I could accept parts of all of these reasons—bui 
all of none of them.

moved. The solids are collected 
on the sides of a rotating bowl, 
and from the bowl in a timer 
controlled purge cycle in which 
angular mechanical pur ging 
vanes on the braked impeller 
clean the solids from the inside 
of the free-moving bowl, and 
discharge them into the base of 
the unit. A built-in conveyor de- 
posits swarf and chips into a 
tote box. The capacity of the 
clarifier is 100-gallons per min- 
ute. AH electrical controls are 
contained in a panel on top of 
the clarifier. Inquiries now have 
asked fur machines of 1,000 gal. 
per minute capacity.
